When a young man of 21 managed to regain the seat 
of power of his ancestors deep in the Arabian desen some 79 
years ago, the news may not have merited much interest 
throughout the Arabian peninsula much less so outside it. It 
must have appeared than like any other tribal foray in the 
turbulent land that was then called Arabia, much of which 
was either under Ottoman tutelage, British influence or torn 
by infinite tribal wars, raids and plain anarchy. 

Shortly thereafter, the new ruler of Riyadh, Prince Abdul 
Aziz ibn Sand served notice to all that he meant serious 
business that was no less ambitious than the conquest of the 
whole Arabian peninsula, and its reunification under an um- 
brella of peace and tranquillity which had been conspicuously 
absent for over one thousand years before his suicidal cap- 
ture of Riyadh. 

Thus the significance of that daring little raid with just 
a few commandos and fewer than half a dozen manually 
operated rifles which often failed to shoot, lies in what was 
to follow in the eventful years that marked his ascent to 
power in one of the most forbidding terrains on earth. The 
man had to fight his way through every inch of desert over- 
powering highly individualistic tribal chieftains who had 
come to regard their territories with ferocious jealousy and 
their domain of land and people with all the power that they 
couid command. Abdul Aziz’s career in those formative years 
of creating some order out of chaos and a semblance of cen- 
tral authority out of a myriad of semi-independent statelets and 
sultanates, was one of continuous struggle that few men 
without his drive and zeal would have liked to undertake 
The situation then in the Arabian peninsula could not have 
been much worse than that prevailing in Europe during the 
Dark Ages without the more pleasant aspects of life and 
climate in that part of the world at the time. 

That AbduJ Aziz should have not only united those dis- 
parate and chaotic sheikhdoms and sultanates of the peninsula 
in such a record time was in itself a monumental achieve- 
ment. That he maintained that unity and preserved its inde- 
pendence during the heyday of European imperialism in the 
East,' including the Arab world, is yet another accomplish- 
ment of equal brilliance. In the process of uniting the penin- 
sula, Abdul Aziz had to fight and defeat the Ashraf, another 
rival dynasty, beat back Turkish and Egyptian expeditionary 
forces, liberate the entire Najd and Hejaz before declaring the 
establishment of the Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. 

It was left to his successor King Saud to consolidate the 
new state and introduce such basic amenities as schools, 
dinics— however, rudimentary — a couple of highways and 
first generation telecommunications. 

But the modern statehood of Saudi Arabia truly com- 
menced with the accession to the throne of tbe late King 
Faisal who launched its massive development plans and viewed 
ibe Kingdom in a large perspectfye charting out its 
course ot development. King -Faisal also, strove hard to &i^| 
the Kingdom a place in international affairs that can no longer 1 
be easily discounted. 

King Khaled and Crown Prince Fahd are carrying on 
the mantle of development and modernization with the same 
spirit of mission and dedication aided by unprecedented 
wealth, that could not have possibly featured in the dreams 
of their predecessors, that is being wisely invested in restruc- 
turing much of the country without losing sight of its unique 
rel igious and spiritual values.

ALIQUIPPA, Pennsylvania,

Denies U.S.,Arab pressures 

Hussein says separate peace 
would sour links with Egypt 


AMMAN. Sept. 23 (Agen- 
cies) — King Hussein of Jor- 
dan said Saturday a separate 
peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel could seriously affect 
Jordanian -Egyptian relations. 

He also denied press reports 
that he had been subjected to 
pressures from U.S. Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance to take 
a favorable position on Lhe 
Camp David agreements or 
from hardline Arab states to 
reject ibem. 

At a press conference he 
again reiterated conditions un- 
der which Jordan was ready 
to join in peace talks and said 
he would not bargain on Pa- 
lestinian rights. 

The king listed conditions 
for a just and comprehensive 
peace in the Middle East, in- 
cluding total Israeli withdrawal 
from the occupied Arab terri- 
tories, recognition of Palesti- 
nian rights and the return of 
Israeli -occupied Jerusalem to 
Arab sovereignty. 

“Our position on the West 
Bank (of the Jordan), Pales- 
tinian rights and the Arab 
sector of Jerusalem remains 
unchanged.” Hussein said. “We 
are deeply attached to Jerusa- 
lem and we will never give up 
our rights to the Holy City.' 

He rejected the idea of the 
internationalization of Jerusa- 
lem. 

Hussein implied that Sadat 
must not negotiate alone with 
Israel for regaining the West 
Bank even if Jordan chose not 
to join such negotiations. Pre- 
sident Sadat has no right to 
feel more concerned about the 
West Bank than we do," Hus- 
sein said- 

Asked whether an Egypuan- 
Lsraeli peace treaty would af- 
fect Jordanian-Egyptian rela- 
tions, the king said there could 
he “some serious repercus- 
sions.” 

Vance visited Jordan for one 
day Wednesday and there were 
reports that he had tried to per- 


suade Jordan to take a favor- 
able position on the Camp Da- 
vid agreements. 

Libyan President Moammar 
Qaddafi and Palestinian com- 
mando leader Yasser 
Arafat visited Jordan Friday 
for a meeting with the king. 
Reports said later they had 
tried to press him into rejec- 
ting tbe agreements. 

But the king said Saturday: 
“No pressures have been ap- 
plied to us. The only pressures 
that affect us are those of our 
conscience." 

On his meeting with Vance 
he said be had asked several 
questions “and we have agreed 
to remain in touch." 

Hussein said he had accep- 
ted an invitation from Presi- 
dent Carter to visit the U.S., 
but the proposed date of Oct. 
IS was not convenient because 
of prior commitments. Further 
contacts would take place to 
fix a new date, he said. 

Hussein said he had cordjal 
and Frank discussions with 
Col. Gaddafi and Arafat. 

“I was deeply moved by the 
motives of the visit,” said Hus- 
sein. “And there will be an in- 
crease in contacts between 
Jordan and the PLO," he ad- 
ded. 

Asked if there had been talk 
of reviving the Eastern Front 
against Israel, the king said: 
“Jordan is the Eastern Front.’ 

The questioner was appa- 
rently referring to the Eastern 
Front comprising Syria, the 
PLO, Iraq and Jordan which 
collapsed in (970 after fighting 
■between the Jordanian army 
and Palestinian commandos. 

On Jordan’s ties with the 
PLO, he said: -‘Future rela- 
tions should be based on solid 
foundations, avoiding the mis- 
takes of tfae past.....” 

Jordan's position on the 
Middle East remained unchan- 
ged and because the country 
was not a party to the Camp 
David talks. i< was not legally 


or morally bound by their re- 
sults, the king said. 

“We are for a just peace. 
We appreciate the personal ef- 
forts of President Carter. We 
win maintain a dialogue with 
the United Slates. We will not, 
however, rush into decisions 
he added.

Discord said delaying communique 


DAMASCUS, Sept. 23 (Ag- 
encies) — Disagreement over 
the size of a joint defense fund 
Saturday night delayed the re- 
lease of a final communique 
at the anti-Egyptian summit of 
hardline Arab states, conferen- 
ce sources reported.

U.N. Assembly turns down

UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 
23 <AP) — The U.N. General 
Assembly has rejected a de- 
mand from Turkey that it 
hear the Turkish Cypriot 
community at a plenary, meet- 
ing in ks current 33rd session.

Statements of claim in the 
unusual suit said the companies 
are poisoning tbe environment 
unnecessarily and causing brain 
damage to children by nox- 
ious fumes. They say research 
shows that minute traces of 
lead from the fumes cause 
brain damage in some urban 
children.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 
(Agencies) — The Senate on 
Friday voted to cut off aid 
to the government of Nicara- 
guan President Anastasio So- 
moza, threatening an end to 
four decades of U.S. support. 

The decision came after Se- 
nator Frank Church, Demo- 
crat-ldaho. said that unless 
the United States abandons 
Somoza and encourages the 
formation of a “moderate, de- 
mocratic’* government it runs 
tbe risk of a takeover by a 
“Castro-type" 1 Marxist govern- 
ment. 

The Church Amendment to 
a pending S9.2 billion foreign 
aid bill would cut off some S8 
million in development aid to 
Nicaragua unless President 
Carter certifies that such funds 
would “promote the democratic 
processes in the country" 

It does not affect money for 
the Peace Corps, the Food for 
Peace Program, mutual educa- 
tion, cultural exchanges and the 
International Red Cross. It 
would permit Carter to make 
disaster relief funds available 
should that become necessary. 

The amendment was adopted 
by voice vote.

NEW YORK. Sept. 23 (APj 

— Wall Street has been bracing 
for an economic slowdown :for 
some time now. but the storm 
has yet to hit. 

Recent indicators on the be- 
havior of business activity have 
shown a little less vigor than 
was evident in the second quar- 
ter, when the U4>. gross na- 
tional product grew at a rapid 
8.7 per cent annual rate, after 
adjustment for inflation. 

But neither have the data 
signaled the kind of marked 
slowdown in the economy that 
many analysts have forecast. 

One reason for this, in the 
view of a number of Wall 
Streeters, has been the popula- 
rity^ the six-month floating 
rate certificates,' tied to treasury 
bill rates, that banks and sav- 
ings institutions have been per- 
mitted to offer since June J. 

'These certificates seem to 
have helped keep many in 
relatively good supply for bor- 
rowing. even though interest ( 
rates have reached lofty levels 
and appear to be headed still 
higher. On Friday the Federal 
Reserve raised the discount rate 

— the rate is charges on loans 
to its member commercial 
banks — from 7-3/4 to 8 per 
cent, 

“The major development in 
Lhe economy since last month 
is the rebound in saving in- 
flows to mortgage lending ins- 
titutions. resulting from the use 
of the new floating rate sav- 
ing certificates," said Gary M. 
Wenglowski,. economist at 
Goldman. Sachs and Co. 

“This should soften the im- 
pact of rising interest rates on 
economic activity over the near 
term and result in higher hous- 
ing starts during the next two 
quarters than we were previous-, 
(y expecting," Wenglowski 
wrote in the firm’s monthly 
bulletin on the economy. 

Despite the pleasant ring to 
all this, many analysts regard 
it as something less than an 
unmitigated blessing. As Weng- 
lowski put It: 


‘Despite the generally posi- 
tive effects of the new saving 


certificates on near-trm econo- 
mic activity, there is a risk 
that they could sharpen next 
year’s downturn by allowing a 
further buildup in already high 
consumer d<£t levels during the 
next several months."

KAOHSIUNG, Sept. 23 
(CNA) — Chinese Petroleum 
Carp, has decided to invest 
another NTSIO billion for 
construction of its fourth naph- 
tha-cracker at L inyuan Indus- 
trial Park in Kaohsiung. 

Except for an xylene sepa- 
ration unit, the third naphtha 
cracker is almost completed, 
and the catalytic reforming 
unit an** the anna tics extract- 
ing nnij are in operation. The 
xylene separation unit, carry: 
ing an investment of NTS 1/140 
million, is expected to be com- 
pleted soon and wiU undergo 
a trial run in November. To- 
tal investment of the third 
naphtha cracker amounts to 
SR1.1 billion. 

The official said that with 
the completion of the third 
naphtha cracker, Taiwan will 
be self-sufficient in basic and 
intermediate raw materials of 
the chemical and related indus- 
tries. And when the fourth 
naphtha cracker project is 
completed in 1982, ethleae pro- 
duction will increase by ano- 
ther 350,000 metric tons. 

The CPC official said most 
of the raw materials of the 
petrochemical industry come 
from natural gas, -and interme- 
diate raw materials of the pet- 
roleum industry.

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NEW PERCEPTIONS 

The great debale now underway in the wake of the Camp 
David agreements centers on the question of who outsmarted, 
whom. Did Menahem Begin “sucker" Anwar SadaL into ac- 
cepting whaL It is essentially the old Begin plan for the West 
Bank and Gaza? Or. as some U.S. analysts contend, did 
Begin outsmart himself, by setting in motion an irreversible 
process (hat will inevitably lead to full Palestinian self deter- 
mination? 

Evidence can be marshalled on both sides, as is apparent 
from the debate. Certainly the Camp David framework for a 
comprehensive peace contains a number of elements from 
Begins plan for limited autonomy in the West Bank and 
Gaza. This is to be expected, since the first draft of the frame- 
work, which subsequently underwent 23 major revisions, was 
personally crafted by President Carter and Secretary Vance 
by drawing on elements in both Begjn's plan and President 
Sadat's peace framework, and adding American concepts to 
help bridge major differences. 

But jt should be noted there are some clauses which 
Begin would not have tolerated in the pre-Camp David days. 
For example, the accord provides that the self-governing au- 
thority in the West Bank and Gaza would have the power of 
effective veto over undesirable solutions to the final status 
of the occupied territories. Any negotiated agreement on the 
final status of the West Bank and Gaza would be voted upon 
by the elected representatives of these areas. 

Given the fact that most of these representatives will be 
supporters of the Palestine Liberation Organization (a pros- 
pect U.S. officials privately accept) it is conceivable — perhaps 
inevitable — that these delegates would veto any final agree- 
- meat that did not, in the words of the Camp .David accord 
itself, “recognize the legitimate rights of the Palestinian peo- 
ple and their just requirements." If such a veto were exercised, 
what would happen then? Would Israel simply say "no deal", 
call off the negotiations and re-establish its military govern- 
ment in the occupied territories? Perhaps. But it is also possible 
that by that time, peace momentum could have built up to 
such an extent, even within Israel itself, that the Israeli gov- 
ernment would not dare to restore the status quo and incur 
the wrath of its own people and certainly that of the Ameri- 
can government. 

in other words. Begin may have, in signing the accords, 
set in motion a machine that he will not be able to stop, and 
in that sense, he may have outsmarted himself. As far as 
President Sadat is concerned, we can only hope that he will 
avoid the separate peace that appears to loom on the horizon, 
and will publicly link any progress on the proposed Egyp- 
tian- Israeli treaty with parade] progress on the West Bank 
and Palestinian questions, if he does not do so, then indeed 
Begin will have got the best of the bargain. The Israeli prime 
minister will have succeeded in dividing the Arab world to 
such an extent that the entire region may be destabilized, with 
possibly catastrophic consequences for all concerned. 

If Mr. Sadat’s stock has plummeted in the eyes of many 
Arabs, the opposite has happened in terms of his image in 
the United States. The president of Egypt is a greater hero 
now in America than ever before, for the simple reason that 
he is perceived by the public as a man who sincerely wants 
peace. A corollary of (his has been (he weakening of the 
Israeli lobby’s grip on Congress and the American people. 
The Congress and the people see the salesmanship of Presi- 
dents Carter and Sadat as the key reason for (he “success" of 
the Camp David conference, and virtually no credit is being 
given to Begin. In fact the Israeli prime minister’s fortunes 
in America have sunk even further in recent days, thanks to 
his intransigent statements on West Bank withdrawal and Pa- 
lestinian rights. He is now perceived in the United States as a 
man who either lied ro his counterparts at Camp David or 
who has gone back on his word in the aftermath. 

The result of these new perceptions in the U.S. may en- 
able President Carter to pressure Israel as never before. He 
-will have to. if anything is to be salvaged from these agree- 
ments.

Camp David: a grand design? 
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Mauritania’s ‘catastrophe’

NOUAKCHOTT — 

“Our country has arrived at 
catastrophe, ’’ says Ll Col. Ould 
Salek, President of Maurita- 
nia’s ruling "Military Commit- 
tee of Nauonal Correction." 

The quiet, shy military lea- 
der, who took power in a coup 
on July 10, adds: "J won’t even 
say to the edge of catastrophe. 
It has reached catastrophe. The 
funds have run out. The whole 
economy is practically destroy- 
ed." 

He blames the crisis on his 
predecessor, Mokhtar Ould 
Daddah. who ruled here for 18 
years. At the root of the trou- 
ble is the war with Poiisario. 
which began when Ould Dad- 
dah and Morocco's King Has- 
san took over the old Spanish 
colony of Western Sahara relin- 
quished by Spain two-and-a- 
half years ago. 

Mauritania, which then had 
an army of less than 2,000. pro- 
bably had no idea at the time 
that it would soon have to face 
attacks all over its vast, under- 
populated desert territory from 
Polisario's rapid, truck-borne 
guerrillas. 

Time and again, the guerril- 
las raided against the strategic 
650-kilometer railway from the 
iron mines at the Zouerate to 
the port of Nouadhibou. on 
which Mauritania depended last 
year for 82 percent of its ex- 
port earnings. 

To meet the threat, Ould 
Daddah hurriedly increased his 
army to over 15,000 men. invi- 
ted in 9,000 Moroccan troops 
and called on France for air 
support. 

None of Utis could have hap- 
pened at a worse time. Mauri- 
tania has suffered from the 
great Sahelian drought and ear- 
nings from its main export, 
iron, have been falling because 
of the world steel slump. 

The end result was that 
Ould Daddah had to borrow 
massively from abroad to pay 
for the war and keep his eco- 


nomy afloat. According to the 
Central Bank of Mauritania, 
the country's external public 
debt had reached $467 million 
by the end of last year, an 
amount equivalent to 92 per- 
cent of its gross domestic pro- 
duct. 

This figure takes into ac- 
count only disbursed ^foreign 
loans. Including loans that have 
been agreed but not yet dis- 
bursed, external public debt at 
the end of last year was $711 
million. 

By April, the Ould Daddah 
government was finding it dif- 
ficult even to pay army wages 
and civil service salaries. 

immediately after coming to 
power, the Military Committee 
of National Correction negotia- 
ted $35 million of emergency 
aid — $15 million from Moroc- 
co and $10 million each from 
France and Libya. 

Officials of the National In- 
dustrial and Mining Company, 
the largest state industry, say 
that Poiisario attacks on the 
Zouerate-Nouadhibou railway 
led lasL year to the cancella- 
tion of 150 iron ore trains. This 
held up some 1,575,000 tons 
of iron ore worth 122 million, 
18 per cent of annual iron ore 
exports. 

Last year, for the first time 
in its history, the company ran 
up a deficit — to the tune of 
$41 million, according to well 
iniormed sources here. 

iron exports are still dwind- 
ling because of guerrilla raids, 
anu me total this year is ex- 
pected to be less loan 6.5 mil- 
uon ions, compared with 8.4 
minion last year and 11.7 mil- 
lion in the record year ot iy74. 

And ihe price has fallen, too, 
because oc slack world demand, 
lumofing rrom $1/ a ton in 
19/6 to $14 last year. 

Given tne viLal place of iron 
in Mauritania's economy, this 
setback has piunged the trade 
uaiance heavily into deficit: 


mere was a slight trade sur- 
plus in 1973, but by last year 
exports were barely covering 
half the import bill. 

Mauritania's copper industry 
has been hit even harder than 
me iron industry. SOMLLMA, 
a state-owned company which 
mined copper at Akjoujt, was 
forced .to close down, in May 
and fay oft its workforce be- 
cause of the low world copper 
price. 

As if all these problems were 
not enough, Mauritania has 
also had to cope with the pro- 
longed Sahelian drought. With 
only one percent of its land 
capable ot cultivation even m 
non-drought years, it has al- 
ways needed food imports. 
With the drought, almost all 
food has had to be imported. 

Last year was an agricul- 
tural disaster. Only 14,000 tons 
of sorghum and millet, the 
two principal subsistence foods, 
were harvested, about one-tenth 
of national needs. 

So far this year rainfall has 
becD fairly good, so peasant 
farmers are hoping for a better 
crop. 

Ihe years of drought have 
made traditional nomadism in- 
creasingly precarious. Only 23 
per cent ot the 1.42 million po- 
pulation are now nomads, com- 
pared with 78 per cent in 1959. 

Nouakchott is surrounded by 
sprawling shantytowns and tent 
encampments, housing tens of 
thousands of refugees from the 
drought who are jobless and 
dependent on food hand-outs 
for survival. 

The capital, which was plan- 
ned for 15,000 people when it 
was founded 20 years ago, bad 
135,000 inhabitants when a 
census was taken in January 
1977. Now, officials here say, 
the population could be approa- 
ching 200,000. 

With this panorama of prob- 
lems, it is little wonder that 
■Lt. Col. Ould Salek's first prio- 
rity is to extricate the country 
from a war that it cannot af- 
ford. — COHNS)

WASHINGTON - 

With the Carter Middle East 
summit now concluded (if con- 
fused;, political analysts in 
Washington aod elsewhere are 
debating ihe alternate scena- 
rios which might result from 
Camp David diplomacy. 

What about the larger pic- 
ture? If the Arab- Israeli con- 
flict was a limited regional 
spat, one of the superpowers 
would not be opening Us presi- 
dential retreat to create another 
site for their wrangling. This is 
especially so when the host at 
the Camp David relreat is press, 
ed with so many other do-or- 
d:e problems. 

For many analysts, the “lar- 
ger'" picture is Carter’s deterio- 
rating domestic image. For 
others, it is Carter’s obvious 
need to keep Arab countries 
interested in relying upon his 
“good offices." 

But is there an even larger 
piqture chat might explicate 
these events? 

It is the assumption of a 
“grand design'* that affords, 
erroneously or not, the larger 
picture. This assumption leads 
the observer to assume that 
most major events are not iso- 
lated, but are strategic compo- 
nents of a well -orchestrated 
plan. 

Two dramatic events that 
have filled foreign policy co- 
lumns lately exemplify the in- 
creasingly interrelated nature of 
current global foreign policy: 
Carter's Middle East summit 
and China's extraordinary 
movement toward an extro- 
verted diplomacy. 

If one harbors the notion 
that Carter’s foreign policy 
moves are unrelated and reac- 
tive, these two events will in- 
deed have little connection. 
However, for those analysts 
who view evems through the 
prism of a “grand design" the 
connection becomes clear and 
definitely momentous. 

From their earliest writings, 
the current U.S. National Se- 
curity Council planners have 
argued that confederations of 
nations, based solidly on ideo- 
logical concepts such as the 
Cold War Axis, Zionism, Last 
Bastion of Democracy in the 
Middle East (Israel), or Ameri- 
ca's best friend ip Asia (Tai- 
wan), are simply outdated and, 
in more complex ways, danger- 
ous. 

This dependence for U.S. se- 
curity on ideological commit- 
ments should be altered and, 
with it, the worlds dependence 
mi the U.S. to support coun- 
try after country in 
local disputes must go 

along with it. Except for 

last resort situations Involving 
“low-level" violence, (fee U.S. 
should limit its risk and in- 
volvement to arms sales and 
even these sales should have a 
“ceiling." 

The United States, Japan 
and Europe should form a 
strong, trilateral relationship 

during this interim period 
while pressure should be 

brought upon other larger 
powers to seek the more en- 
lightened policies of competi- 
tion, consultation and coopera- 
tion. The intensity of the recent 
OECD meetings result not only 
from the failure of U.S. econo- 
mic policies, but also repre- 
sent U.S. pressure on Japan 
.and Germany to share the bur- 
den of reconstructing the world 
economic order. 

The strategy of creating this 


“more enlightened cooperative 

aiutudc within the decision- 
making apparatus »«• Russia and 
China has been outlined rn ihe 
books of Zbigniew Breezinski 
(NSC Chicft and Sjmuci Hun- 
tington (until recent I > jJvj.or 
to ibe NSC on Soviei relations). 
The latter, upon returning to 
School of international Stu- 
dies, restated the essence of 
current U.S. strategy: Firsi. «e 
have to accept that our rela- 
tions wjth the Soviets involve 
both competition and coopera- 
tion, secondly, ‘....the Soviets 
have achieved.... rough overall 
military equivalence with the 

U-S.” 

Given these two premises, 
what is to be used to bring Rus- 
sia to the "enlightenment" of 
competition and cooperation 
from the darkness of revolu- 
tionary ideology? 

Huntington says: “I am not 
urging economic warfare... I 
am suggesting that we employ 
economic diplomacy in dealing 
with the Soviets." Last fail he 
said, "Wc began looking at the 
whole question of the econo- 
mic problems in the Soviet 
Union and at ways in which 
we could use American advan- 
tages in this area. One of the 
things that came out of this 
was a need for greater flexibili- 
ty to provide economic induce- 
ment, or impose economic pe- 
nalties, in the context of the 
overall political relationship 
with the Soviets." 

It should be mentioned that 
the study found an area of 
striking U.S. advantage in oil 
technology. Thus, when the 
Scharansky trial went badly 
in Moscow, the president heed- 
ed the study's suggestion and 
placed oil technology on the 
Commodities Control List. In 
blunt terms, Huntington stated, 
“If they are encouraging Cubans 
to intervene in Africa and tak- . 
mg harsh lines on dissidents 
and other things. I don't see 
how we can work with them 
and expand trade. We can if 
they are willing to be more ac- 
commodating and moderate 
their behavior.” 

Finally, beyond using direct 
technology transfer as a lever 
against Russia, there is an im- 
portant nuance in his scheme 
which implies a strategy of us- 
ing technology transfer as a 
means of accelerating certain 
countries along ihe road to- 
ward economies based on high 
technology. In his own writings, 
Brzezinski urges the use of this 
strategy in the more liberal 
factions of countries in Eastern 
Europe and, of course, China. 

Well within the sharp outline 
of the plan is a four-cornered 
set of competitive/cooperalive 
relations involving Japan. Eu- 
rope. China and Russia with 
the U.S. in the center This 
plan envisions making the U.S. 
controller of four cor- 
ners through discretionary tech- 
nology transfer (“economic dip- . 
lomacy") and the charting of 
economic spheres of influence. 

Id China, the success of 
Carter's scheme has recently 
become evident. It is not a mat- 
ter of coincidence that follow- 
ing the Brzezinski /Huntington 
visit China has opened a whir- 
ling anti-Russian diplomatic of- 
fensive in countries as seeming- 
ly disparate from each other 
as Iran and Rumania — and this 
against a chilling background 
of deteriorating Soviet-U.S. re- 
lations. 

The recent- Chinese- Japanese 
treaty of friendship and China’s 
involvement in putting pres- 


sure on Russia were China's 
firv movements within the 
framework os' the Carter; 
Brzezinski “grand design." In 
conjunction with Hua's visits 10 
Yugoslavia and Rumania, Car- 
ters human rights campaign 
acted to undercut the purist 
Russian stance as protector of 
Third World countries from ihe 
■'imperialist'’ U S. The pur- 
pose of discretionary technology 

transfer is to force cracks ia 
Russian alliances by exhibiting 

Moscow's inability to provide 
the technology that countries 
like Poland. Czechoslovakia 
and Yugoslavia desperately 
need. Busy with these problems, 
NSC planners hope Russia wifi 
have less time and less inclina- 
tion for supporting client-na- 
tion incursions in Africa and 
elsewhere. 

Thus, the “China card," like 
the other country cards in this 
scheme, is not meant to be 
played separately. While this 
plan does not co-opt or inter- 
vene in Chinese interna! poli- 
tics. it docs create an on-going 
quid pro quo bargain ready to 
use in crises within economic 
spheres of influence. 

This is where China's rela- 
tion to the summit comes in. 
Camp David is really a trajec- 
tory— a launching pad to be the 
first test of major powers’ co- 
operation in a regional dispute. 
Last fall’s Soviet-U.S. commu- 
nique on the Middle East was 
simply premature: the ground- 
work had not been laid well 
enough that the U.S. could exert 
enough pressure on ihe parties 
involved. 

The regional support of Sau- 
di Arabia for Egypt provided 
one source of pressure for a 
settlement of the conflict, but 
was not as effective as it po- 
tentially could have been due 
to the lack of a counterpart 
country to exert influence on Is. 
rad. In other words the Gene 
va conference didn't happen 
because lack of cooperation 
precluded the ability to force 
a peaceful conclusion to the 
negotiations. 

But the Camp David trajec- 
tory will place the position of 
either of (he parties into the 
brightest spotlight of global 
perspective. As a very import- 
ant card in global decision-ma- 
king, planned in accordance 
with an effective game plan. 
China could be one card in a 
very powerful hand indeed. 

If Carter does not get what 
he wants at Camp David, he 
may look for his next move in 
the capitals of Peking, London 
and Paris. It is worth noting 
that after the October. 1973 
war. none other than the pre- 
sent leader of China. Hua Kuo- 
feng, refused to support the 
U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion calling for a ceasefire, not 
only on the grounds of it be- 
ing a “concowtic.ii" hv the two 
superpowers, but dr,-, l.-cca-.r* 
it ignored '\.\ question of Israeli 
acceptance Gf»,\rab lands and 
the rights of ;hc Palfst-nians: 
“If the Security Council is to 
adopt any resolution at all, it 
must condemn all the aC'S 
aggress 1 on by the Israeli Zio- 
nists in the strongest of terms, 
(and) give firmest support to 
tht Egyptian, Syrian and Pa- 
lestinian peoples in the just ac- 
tion they are taking to resist 
the aggressions." 

Given the current climate of 
conflict among the superpowers, 
it will be difficult 10 play both 
the Russian and the China 
cards at the same time: but if 
one can’t have both, then the 
most willingly cooperative card 
is to be prefered.

ATHENS — 

The Soviet Union is trying 
to improve its ties with Greece 
following removal of the Un- 
arms embargo against Turkey. 

Greek Foreign Minister 
George Raliis returned to Gree- 
ce two weeks ago from what has 

been described as a highly suc- 
cessful visit _to the Soviet 
Union. The Russians are said 
to. have shown unexpected sym- 
pathy for Greece's position on 
■key international issues, espe- 
cially in connection with Gree- 
ce’s relations with Turkey, its 
long-time rival. 

The Greek and Soviet go- 
vernments issued a joint com- 
munique, pledging to streng- 
then their bilateral ties and 
calling for increased efforts to- 
ward East-West detente. 

Raliis is the first senior ca- 
binet official to visit Moscow 
since Greece's military dicta- 
torship was brought down in 
1974. 


All shades of political opi- 
nion here are surprised and 
pleased by the outcome of the 
Raliis visit to Moscow. Accor- 
ding to the Greeks, the Soviets 
even supported the Greek posi- 
tion on the Aegean dispute, the 
most contentious issue between 
Greece and Turkey aside from 
Cyprus. 

The Greeks and Turks have 
overlapping claims in the Ae- 
gean which brought them close 
*o conflict in 1976. The Turks 
argue that mineral rights in the 
Aegean should be divided by 
a line running midway between 
the two countries, but the 
Greeks contend that the Ae- 
gean is in' effect a Greek lake 
because of a string of Greek 
islands dose to the Turkish 
coast. 

According to the official 
Greek news agency, Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromy- 
ko supported the Greek posi- 
tion that the presence of the is- 
lands made ihe 'Aegean a spe- 


cial case which deserved special 
treatment There has been no 
confirmation of this from the 
Soviet side, and there is some 
skepticism that Raliis’ visit 
produced any real breakthrou- 
gh. Any substantial change in 
Soviet policy in the Eastern 
Mediterranean would damage 
Moscow's relations with Tur- 
key. 

Yet Moscow’s desire to im- 
prove relations wjth Greece is 
obvious. Premier Constantine 
Karamanlis was invited to visit 
Moscow, and both Gromyko 
and Soviet Premier Alexei Kos- 
gin accepted invitations to come 
to Greece. 

•Until Congress voted to lift 
the arms embargo cn Turkey, 
the Soviet Union appeared to 
be more interested in wooing 
the center-left Turklih govern- 
ment of Bulent Ecevil. Ecevit 
was threatening to. change Tur- 
key's traditionally pro-Western 
position and the Soviet chief 
of staff vished Ankara, along 
with other Soviet officials.

The story of Abdui Aziz’ 
conquest of Riyadh is a well 
known one, but worth recall- 
ing. Late in 1901, Abdul Aziz 
rode out of Kuwait on & foray 
into the Rashid domains with 
40 raiders. After some initial 
skirmishes along the Hasa and 
Hofuf, Abdul Aziz camped his 
men on the edge of the Rub 
Al Khali, where they spent the 
month of Ramadan fasting as 
fugitives. 

In the early morning of Jan. 
15, 1902, Abdul Aziz and his 
men rode under the cover of 
darkness to Riyadh. Twelve 
men scaled the walls, took over 
a household near the gover- 
nor’s palace and attacked in 
the morning. Once again, Ri- 
yadh was returned to the House 
of Saud. 

In 1921, Abdul Aziz captur- 
ed Hail. and. returned the Ra-

Rhodesian troops leave 
Mozambique after raids 


SALISBURY. Sept. 23 (R y— 
Rhodesian troops have pulled 
out of Mozambique after raids 
against nationalist guerrilla 
bases across the border, mili- 
tary headquarters said here 
Saturday. 

Officials would give no de- 
tails of the operation. Sources 
here have said at least five 
guerrilla camps were hit. 

They said the raids began 
before dawn on Wednesday 
and were aimed at disrupting 
the communication lines of 
Robert Mugabe's Zimbabwe 
African National Liberation 
Army. 

A short official communique 
said: “All troops involved in 
the self-defense operations aga- 
inst ZANLA terrorist bases in 


Mozambique are back on Rho- 
desian soil.” 

No further statements would 
be issued until the troops had 
been debriefed. 

The military sources said the 
attacks were made in an at- 
tempt to block ZANLA infil- 
tration into eastern Rhodesia. 

Some of ihe bases were be- 
lieved up lo 2U0 km inside 
Mozambique. 

Residents of the border city 
Umtali. which came under 
mortar bombardment two 
weeks ago. reported bombers 
and lighters heading towards 
Mozambique during the opera- 
tion. apparently to support 
ground troops. 


A seven -year-old hoy was 
found Saturday and five chil- 
dren aged between one month 
and four years were discovered 
Friday. 

"They were all well, and 
needed little treatment. It was 
a miracle,” said a doctor. 

'i he mother and father of 
the five children were dead, 
but rescuers discovered the 

children in the basement of 
their house. 

Rescuers said most basements 
bad probably withstood the 
earthquake, which flattened 
Tabas and 40 surrounding vil- 
lages. 

“If with the right equipment 
and with enough people, we had 
immediately removed the 

mounds of collapsed walls and 
caved in roofs many survivors 
would have been dig out alive.” 
one rescue worker said. 

According to unofficial esti- 
mates. about 26,000 people 
were killed or wounded. 


Callaghan 
ends snag 
in Zambia 
relations 

KANO, Nigeria, Sept. 23 (R) 
— British Prime Minister Ja- 
mes Callaghan and Zambian 
President Kenneth Kauoda em- 
erged smiling from more than 
six hours of talks Saturday — 
and both men made it clear 
that Zambia no longer felt 
cheated over sanctions-busting 
by British oil companies. 

Callaghan fiew to this nor- 
thern city Friday after Dr. 
Kaunda. furious over recent 
disclosures that British com- 
panies had been circumventing 
United Nations sanctions, ac- 
cused Britain of “cheating.” 

Dr. Kauuila, asked about 
sanctions-busting, smiled and 
said: "We discussed it freely 
and frankly and reached ac- 
cord.” 

Callaghan said bis govern- 
ment had been assured that no 
oil under British control had 
gone to Rhodesia since the 
summer ol last year.

Scottish international Kenny 
Dalglish seized upon a slight 
slip by Albion keeper Tony 
Godden in the 67th minute to 
pull Liverpool level after Lau- 
rie Cunningham had put the 
home side ahead with a bril- 
liant solo effort 15 miniates 
earlier. 

- The draw left Liverpool on 
top of the division with 13 
points from seven matches. 
Everton moved to within a 
point of the top by beating 
Wolverhampton 2-0 at home. 
Coventry is still third with, ten 
points following a scoreless 
home draw against Leeds Uni- 
ted. 

Liverpool did what the op- 
position has come to expect 
this season by coming out on 


the attack, against Albion, and 
it had a trio of near misses in 
the first 20 minutes. 

Dalglish flashed a shot wide 
in the opening minute, Steve 
Heighway was foileu by God- 
den after a superb run and 
Heighway bad another chance 
seconds later but John Trewick 
produced a timely tackle to 
prevent what seemed a certain 
goal.
